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Little Honkers Another Sure Sign of Spring 
Earnings Up, Cost 
of Living Eases 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


rise in living costs cased last 
month and workers' average 
earnings showed the largest 
March increase in seven years, 
the government said today. 


The Consumer Price Index, 


measuring 
typical 
family 


spending rose two-tenths of one 
per cent, less than half the 
February increase, including a 
marked 
slowing 
of 
grocery 


prices from the month before, 
the Labor Department's Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. 


The bureau said that on a 


seasonally adjusted 
basis—fig- 


uring 
the 
usually 
expected 


March increase—there was no 
change in living costs for the 
first month in more than five 
years. 


The report said living costs 


were 3.5 per cent above a year 
ago compared with a 4.1 per 
cent annual rate of increase in 
the six months before President 
Nixon imposed the wage-price 
freeze. 


Th March Increase brought 


(he index to 124.0 of its 1967 
base of 100, meaning it took 
$12.40 last month for every $10 
worth of living costs five years 
ago. 


In other major categories, 


housing costs rose two-tenths of 
one per cent; clothing, five- 
tenths; 
transportation, one- 


tenth; medical 
care, 
three- 


tenths; 
and recreation, two- 


tenths, the bureau said. 


Average weekly earnings of 


nearly 50 million rank-and-file 


workers rose $1.09 to $131.73 
per week and were $8.08 or (.5 
per cent above a year earlier. 


After allowing for the rise in 


living costs, the bureau Mid, 
the average paycheck was sev- 
en-tenths of one per cent up for 
the month and 2.9 per cent 
above a year ago. 


"This increase from a year 


ago was the largest over-the- 
year gain reported for any 
March since 1965," the report 
said. 


The report said moat of the 


rise in living costs in March 
was due to higher property 
taxes and higher prices for 
clothing, eggs, beef, veal and 
restaurant meals. Prices were 
lower for vegetables, pork and 
mortgage interest.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. bomb- 


ers and fighter-bombers struck 
deep into North Vietnam today, 
attacking supply depots, trans- 
portation facilities and air de- 
fenses 80 miles south of Hanoi, 
the northern capital. 


Aground, North Vietnamese 


troops launched furious attacks 
around An Loc and knocked a 
South Vietnamese battalion out 
of action near that district capi- 
tal 60 miles north of Saigon. r. 


In announcing the raids • , 


North Vietnam, the U.S. Com- ^ 
mand said the attacks centered 
around Thanh Hoa near the 
coast, 215 miles north of the de- 
militarized zone separating the 
Vietnams. An Air Force F4 
Phantom jet was shot down 42 
miles southeast of Thanh Hoa. 
The two crewmen bailed out 
over the Gulf of Tonkin and 
were rescued by helicopter, the 
Command reported. 


The raids were the deeiest 


since heavy strikes last Sunday 
near Hanoi and the nearby port 
of Haiphong. In both cases, the 
aerial blows were aimed at 
knocking out supplies feeding 
the North Vietnamese offensive 
in South Vietnam. 


The U.S. command said in a 


statement that the latest raids 
were against "military targets 
in North Vietnam that are help- 


ing support the Communist In- 
vasion across the demilitarized 
zone into South Vietnam." 


The Command declined to

Egg Price Rise Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture 
Department says 


prices paid egg producers prob- 
ably will continue weak this 
spring and then "rise more 
than usual" during the summer 
as production eases off. 


"Prices for the second half of 


1972 are likely to average mod- 
erately above the low prices a 
year earlier," 
officials said 


Thursday in a summary of a 
poultry and egg situation re- 
port. 


Egg prices currently are low 


because of large output, the re- 
port said. Producer prices rose 
from 29 cents a dozen in nud- 
February to 32 cents in mid- 
March, up slightly from 1971. 
but fell sharply the week before 
Easter, the report said. 


The outlook for broiler chick- 


ens calls for a limited seasonal 
price increase this spring and 
summer if producers continue 
expanding their Hocks, the re- 
port said. 


Wholesale broiler prices in 


major city markets averaged 
27.7 cents per pound during the 
first quarter of this year, about 
one cent more than in January- 
March 1971. 


"Prices reached 28 6 cents in 


raid-March then declined to the

R escue of Two 
C osts 7 Lives

SAIGON (AP) - An allied 


commando team snatched two 
U.S. airmen from the middle of 
a North Vietnamese invasion 
force, but the operation coat the 
lives of seven other Americans 
and used giant B52 bombers as 
decoys, U.S. sources disclosed 
today. 


Despite a broken arm, a 


sprained back, lack of food and 
water and 53 years of age, Lt. 
Col. Iceal E. Hambleton man- 
aged for 11 days to evade North 
Vietnamese 
troops swarming 


across the demilitarized zone 
and sometimes coming within a 
few feet of him. 


Hambleton was a navigator 


aboard an EB66, a modified 
bomber 
being used to jam 


North Vietnamese radar sites. 
The plane was hit by a missile 
April 2 just above the DMZ and 
Hambleton bailed out, landing 
just on the Saigon Vietnamese 
side of the border. The other 
five men aboard the plane are 
listed as missing. 


The other man rescued, Lt. 


Mark N. Clark of Los Angeles, 
was shot down April 3 in an 
OV10 
spotter plane while par- 


ticipating 
in the search for 


Hambleton. Clark's copilot is 
missing and presumed dead. 


A Super Jolly Green Giant 


helicopter was shot down April 
6 during the search for the 
missing men, and all six of its 
crewmen 
were killed. Clark 


was rescued April 11 and Ham- 
bleton two days later, but 
meanwhile two other planes not 
connected with the search were 
shot down in the same area and 
their four crewmen were miss- 
ing. 
The U.S. Command would 


not allow disclosure of the res- 
cue of Hambleton and Clark un- 
til today, after the search for 
those four men was abandoned. 


Both Clark and Hambleton 


were snatched from behind ene- 
my lines in the Dong Ha area 
just below the DMZ by a volun- 
teer team of South Vietnamese 


commandos led by U.S. Navy 
Lt. Tom Norris. 


Informed sources said the 


team used secret 
techniques 


which they were not at liberty 
to disclose. But they reported 
that Hambleton was taken out 
by sampan and floated down- 
river until the South Vietnam- 
ese lines were reached.

The sponge paddle, superb con- 
dition and dedication make the 
Chinese the best table tennis 
players in the world, but Uncle 
Sam can bridge the gap in five 
years, a three-time American 
champion predicted today. 


"I think this visit by the Chi- 


nese to this country after our 
visit to Mainland China will set 
off a new wave of table tennis 
enthusiasm in this country," 
said Bernard Bukiet, 52, of New 
York, one of the United States' 
top players for the last two dec- 
ades. 


"You must remember there 


are more than 3 million regis- 
tered players in Communist 
China and we have a couple of 
thousand but only about 25 world 
class competitors. 


"In China, all the kids dream 


of becoming table tennis cham- 
pions. As soon as they get in 
school, they are handed rackets 
and are exposed to the very 
best coaching. 


"I would say that China could 


field four or five teams as good 
as that now touring the United 
States." 


The Chinese defeated a U.S. 


team before a crowd of 8,500 at 
Nassau County's new Coliseum 
Thursday afternoon, the fifth 
one-sided victory since the tour 
started in Detroit a week ago. 


The United States' only victo- 


ry was scored by 30-year-old 
Enrol Resek of Jamica, N.Y., 
who beat Ch'en Pao-Ching in an 
exciting, slam bang match 22- 
20, 16-21, 21-14. 


It was the fourth win for an 


American in 27 matches. Other 
victories had been scored by 
Dal-joon Lee, Korean-born U.S. 
champion; 
Dell 
Sweeris of 


Grand Rapids, Mich., and Wen- 
dy Hicks of Santa Barbara, Ca- 
lif., 19-year-old U.S. women's 
champion. 


Bukeit, who came to the 


United States from Poland 30 
year ago, said Chinese ping 


pongers train for the sport as 
rigorously as a boxer preparing 
for a championship fight. 


"They strengthen their legs 


and arms with calistheics, do 
road work and practice hours 
at a time," the veteran said. 
"Until recently 
table 
tennis 


have been little more than a 
parlor game 
in the 
United 


States. 


"But, after watching the Chi- 


nese, I think we will see an ex- 
plosion of new converts who 
are willing to dedicate them- 
selves to the game. We could 
be level with the Chinese in 


five years." 


Bukiet said table tennis was 


dominated by Europeans, the 
British particularly, until the 
sponge 
paddle replaced 
the 


pimpled rubber bat in 1954. 


"It became a new game," he 


added. "The Orientals—Chi- 
nese, Japanese and Koreans- 
became very adept with the 
sponge paddle. We play more 
defensively, have longer rallies. 
They were more aggressive, 
stay close to the table and try 
to put the ball away on every 
shot."

Will Use Angela's

SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) — 


After hours of heated argu- 
ment, a judge has ruled that 
love letters and a diary Angela 
Davis addressed to Soledad 
Brother George Jackson may 
be introduced at her murder- 
kidnap trial. 


Superior Court Judge Richard 


E. Arnason's ruling Thursday 
that the diary and letters were 
not seized illegally was a victo- 
ry for the prosecution, which 
has based its case on an al- 
leged intense relationship be- 
tween Miss Davis and Jackson.

Miss Davis furnished 
four 


weapons and helped plot an es- 
cape attempt from the Marin 
County Civic Center Aug. 7, 
1970, in which four died, be- 
cause she was driven by pas- 
sion to free 
Jackson, 
then 


awaiting trial on charges of 
murdering a Soledad Prison 
guard. 


The diary was found in Jack- 


son's effects after he was killed 
Aug. 21, 1971, at San Quentin 
Prison during what prison offi- 
cials said was an escape at- 


tempt.

prosecutor Albert Harris Jr. 
said the l&-page document may 
be "embarrassing" but clearly 
spells out the relationship bet- 
ween Jackson and Miss Davis.

meeting, in a holding cell at the 
Marin County jail, and engaged 
In "a close, passionate and 
physical involvement." 


Spiro P. Vasos, a fingerprint 


expert with the state Depart- 
ment of Justice, said the l&- 
page diary contained one of 
Miss Davis' fingerprints, 52 of 
Jackson's and three from San 
Quentin inmate John L. Spain. 


Spain is one of six prisoners 


charged with murder and con- 
spiracy in the deaths of three 
guards and two honor inmates 
during the violence in which 
Jackson was killed. 


None of the love letters has 


been heard by the all white 
jury trying Miss Davis. When 
the trial resumes Monday, the 
prosecution is expected to offer 
more testimony on the letters.

Mills Sees Wide Open Convention 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., a 


Democratic presidential candi- 
date, predicted here Thursday 
that the Democratic National 
Convention would be 
"wide- 


open" and he said that means 
"no one will be any stronger a 
favorite than anyone else after 
the first ballot." 


Mills said 
the convention 


probably would take five to 10 
ballots before a nominee is se- 
lected. 


1 Mills spoke in response to 
questions on the Challenge '72 
program that was taped for 
showing Sunday over KARK- 
TV. 


Mills said 
the convention 


would in all probability nomi- 
nate someone other than those 
who are now considered the top 
candidates. 


"I don't see that the pri- 


maries themselves are going to 
make the decision," he said. 


Mills was asked if he had 


purposely done little campaign- 
Ing to keep his presidential 
nomination prospects in better 
shape than they would be if he 


conducted hard-fought but un- 
successful primary campaigns. 
He said he thought the con- 
vention would turn to someone 
like himself or several others. 


Mills said it was "embar- 


rassing" for the Democratic 
party to be in large debt to the 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Corp. 


"That is embarrassing to owe 


AT&T or anybody else as much 
as the Democrats owe," he 
said. "I don't know whether it's 
known generally, but part of 
this debt that is owed by the 
Democratic 
National 
Com- 


mittee represents debt created 
by Gene McCarthy and I under- 
stand also by Bobby Kennedy 
running in their primaries in 
1964 and 1968. 


"It's the first I know of the 


Democratic party or the Re- 
publican party ever assuming 
anybody's obligations created 
in the primaries," he said. 


Mills said that despite party 


efforts to get money "I doubt if 
it will come up with the money 
this year." 


"I think it's too bad that 


there are so many Democratic 
candidates now," he said, add- 
ing that when all the primaries 
have been conducted, the candi- 
dates won't have enough money 
to run on in the fall.

Kennedy Says South Ahead 
of North on Race Issue 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen. 


Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass., 
said here Thursday night that 
many areas of the South had 
moved past the North on the 
"passionate issue of race." 


"It is as though by some new 


and cruel arithmetic prejudice 
is declining in the South while 
resentment rises in the North," 
Kennedy said. 


Kennedy made the remarks 


at the 9th annual Arkansas 
Brotherhood Dinner of the Na- 
tinal Conference of Christians 
and Jews, which presented its 
National Brotherhood and Hu- 
manitarian Award to Rep. Wil- 
bur D. Mills, D-Ark., a presi- 
dential candidate. 


Kennedy spoke of a "quiet, 


forward revolution" that was 
occurring in the South. 


The senator 
said that if 


Americans were honest with 
themselves "we must be filled 
with pessimism over certain di- 
rections the North may take, 
and we must look south to see 
the really hopeful! steps." 


The real tragedy of the 1970s 


would be for the North to re- 
peat the racial agony of the 
South in the 1950s and 1960s, 
and it would be a double trage- 
dy because it would all be so 
unnecessary, Kennedy said. 


Kennedy said it would take a 


"peculiar 
blindness" for the 


North to "stumble into the sort 
of obsession with race that the 
South seems now to be leaving 
behind, thanks to the vision of 
your wisest leaders." " 


The senator offered praise for 


Mills, saying he was one of Ar- 
kansas' greatest giants, a man 
whose reputation 
"surpasses 


that of any other senator or 
congressman." 


Kennedy said it was not acci- 


dent that governors' offices of 
the South were filling with new 
and moderate young leaders 
such as Arkansas' Dale Bump- 


ers. "In countless ways, it is 
fair to say that the South of 
1972 is the South of Dale Bump- 
ers, not the South of George 
Wallace." he said. 


"You see the (Nixon) admin- 


istration's Southern Strategy 
for what it really is — Recon- 
struction warmed over, a cyni- 
cal device to keep the people 
down, to preserve the lion's 
share of American wealth for 
the few who are rich and pow- 
erful, most of whom do not 
even live in 
the Southern 


states," Kennedy said. 


"For their own narrow politi- 


cal 
or 
financial 
advantage, 


there are men in high places in 
Washington today who would 
like to see the South pre- 
occupied with race and busing 
to the point where you are 
unable and unwilling to claim 
your rights in all the matters 
that really matter deeply, be- 
ginnina|j(ftth things like homes 
and wealth and schools and 
jobs," Kennedy said. 
^Ijf'\praising Mills, Kennedy 
said the congressman's reputa- 
tion was built on his com- 
petence as chairman of the 
powerful House Ways and 
Means Committee, and "un- 
matched knowledge of the laws 
for which he is responsible." 


Kennedy again plugged for 


the national health insurance 
legislation that is now pending 
before Mills' committee. 
The 


senator said there were areas 
of the program in which he and 
Mipjdo not agree completely, 
but he said the common ground 
they share is far more impro-. 
tant than their differences. 


"We have not yet finished 


testing each other's 
views," 


Kennedy said, "but as the de- 
bate on health care moves 
ahead, I have been increasingly 
impressed by how close we 
really are." 
_He said health care must be 


made a matter of right for all 
and not just a privilege for a 
few. 


He said the nation needed a 


health insurance system that 
not only paid the bill, but also 
called the tune by guaranteeing 
every family health care it de- 
served and needed. 


But he said Congress should 


not pass a program that would 
force either the doctors or their 
patients into arrangements they 
do not want. 


"The government has a role 


to play, but only the doctors 
and hospitals and their patients 
can create a health care sys- 
tem truly worthy of our na- 
tion," Kennedy said.
